Twenty members of the El ver­ 
son Bird club and their friends 
ventured into snowy fields for 
the annual EIverson Christmas 
bird count. 
Though the snow slowed dow n 
travel it provided a good con­ 
trast for the spotting of “ ground 
birds” and possibly helped the 
club tally a record number of 
586 ringneck pheasants and 314 
horned larks. 


The count was an all-day 
project covering 675 square 
miles in the El verson area. 
Total figures released by the 
club president 
Robert 
E. 
Cook, El verson, showed that 
9798 birds belonging to 69 
species 
visited 
the 
area 


during the day of the count, 
Dec. 31.

IF IRVING GITt IN operated in another 
field, he would probably be called an experi­ 
menter. As it is, he is an independent pro­ 
ducer of television documentaries who re­ 
cently 
has been trjing out other forms, 
notably dram a. 
Gitlin. in his four years as an NBC news 
documentary producer, turned out some ex­ 
citing and unusual p ro g ram s— a report on 
activities in a hospital em ergency ward, a 
controversial 
public relief situaton ar.d a 
reptile on the war time decision to drop the 
atom bomb among them. 
Two years ago, he moved out on his 
own, and his first network effort was, 
not a documentary, hut a hard-hitting, 
brntal police story on ABC's “ Stage (¡7” 
called The Confession. It drew mixed 
reviews, but Gitlin savs that he was 
experimenting nurposefully with the form 
—using other techniques to get at reality, 
he calls it. 
Gillin says that when he

Hanoi Seems Ready 


For Peace Talks

North Vietnam at this critical 
moment 
has 
good 
reason 
to 
weigh seriously the advisability 
of negotiation with the United 
States on the Vietnam war. 
There is a hint that it is prob­ 
ing and jockeying for position. 
Its latest announcement was so 
brief as to suggest the C om m u­ 
nist regim e in Hanoi wras in­ 
volved in debate on the ques­ 
tion. 
Hanoi 
has 
one 
outstanding 
reason to be interested now in 
talking. It involves Red China, 
whose pressure on North Viet­ 
nam has been obvious. 
Peking has violently opposed 
even the idea of talks short of 
total U.S. surrender in advance. 
Hanoi secs — and undoubtedly 
dislikes — a prospect of being 
overhelped by China. Chinese 
military 
technicians 
could 
swamp North Vietnam; China, 
a traditional enemy, could one 
day 
smother 
the 
Vietnamese 
with “ volunteers.” 
China’s leaders, preoccupied 
with a political convulsion at 
home, seem in a poor position to 
intervene. If Hanoi is going to 
do anything aboul its unenviable 
position, now would be the time, 
before China recovers her bal­ 
ance. 
A key to the door to negotia­ 
tions may lit' in the proposal by 
U.N. Secretary-General U Thant 
for an end to U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnam. 
Informed 
ob­ 
servers in Moscow', for e x a m ­ 
ple, say they are convinced that 
if the United States accepted the 
U.N. official’s proposal, Hanoi 
would he willing to talk about a 
cease-fire. This also would p e r­ 
mit 
Moscow to bring its in­ 
fluence to bear in seeking an 
end to a situation w-hich endan­ 
gers the peace of all Asia. 
There is a credibility gap in 
this, too. however, since Mos­ 
cow officially professes to doubt 
that 
the United States really 
wants to negotiate. 
A 
word 
from 
Hanoi 
could 
break the ice jam, 
North Vietnam appeared F ri­ 
day to hedge a bit from the 
statement of its premier, Pham 
Van Dong, as reported two days 
earlier. A New York Times in­ 
terview 
published 
Wednesday 
quoted the premier as saying 
the north’s four-point dem ands 
were not to be considered condi­ 
tions for talks, but rather a “ b a­ 
sis for settlement of the Viet­ 
nam ese problem .” 
Nowr 
comes 
an 
“ authorized 
statem ent” of the official Hanoi 
news 
agency, 
transmitting 
a 
government 
announcement. 
This says only that the points 
were a “ basis of ways to settle 
Vietnam problem s,” no mention 
of talks. 
On the 
surface 
this 
would 
seem to contradict what Dong 
said and reassert the four points 
as the only route to talks. It 
suggests the Hanoi party and 
government 
felt 
impelled 
to 
qualify Dong's remarks, but the 
fact that the statement was is­ 
sued at all hints at some disa­ 
greement and a glimmer of in­ 
terest in negotiations. 
The four points first were is­ 
sued in July 1965 in a “ White 
Book,” at a time when the Viet 
Cong in the south appeared to 
have some prospect of success. 
The U.S. military buildup was 
still in its early stages.

Praying to the Saints, we know, 
is almost solely a Catholic prac­ 
tice. 
Many other people, it seems, 
regard the practice as silly, fu­ 
tile and even idolatrous. They 
imagine that all prayers muse 
be addressed directly to God, and 
that there is no need for such 
intercessors and mediators as 
Saints. Indeed, some seem to 
think Catholic veneration of the 
Saints is in opposition to the 
doctrine that Christ is the one 
Mediator between God and man. 
If it is hard for others to un­ 
derstand why Catholics pray to 
the Saints, it is equally hard for 
Catholics to understand why 
other Christians do not so pray. 
It is a custom which has been 
observed in the Church since the 
time of the Apostles. Its merits 
are clearly indicated in both the 
Old Testament and the Mew, 
and Catholics can testify that 
God listens w’ith spedai favor 
to prayers addressed to Him in 
our behalf by His friends, the 
Saints. 
It sounds illogical to Catho­ 
lics to recite in the Apostles’ 
Creed, ”1 believe in ... the Com­ 
munion of S aints...” and then 
to scoff at prayer to the Saints. 
The difficulty, it seems to us, is 
that there is confusion concern­ 
ing jusr what the Saints are and 
what the Catholic attitude to­ 
ward them is. 
Belief in the Saints depends 
upon the conviction that we can 
help one another with our pray­ 
ers. Catholics have no doubt 
•bout this. W e read, for exam­ 
ple, in Genesis, God’s instruc­ 
tions to Abimeleth to ask Abra­ 
ham to pray for him: "He shall 
pray for thee, and thou shalt 
live” (Gen. 20:7,17). 
God had mercy on the chil­ 
dren of Israel because Moses 


prayed for them. At another 
time God said 
.. and my serv­ 
ant Job shall pray for you; for 
him I will accept” (Job 42:8). 
The Mew Testament contains 
equally convincing testimony. 
St. Paul asks repeatedly for the 
prayers of the faithful. In the 
Epistle of St. James, me find: 
"And pray one for another, that 
ye may be healed” (James 5:16). 
If God heeds the prayers of­ 
fered. by sinful mortals in behalf 
of one another, how much more 
surely wilt He listen to His 
friends, the Saints in Heaven, 
who are in a position to know 
the needs expressed in our pray­ 
ers to them? If the individual 
appeal "of one for another” is 
heard in Heaven, how much 
more certainly will God hearken 
to the swelling chorus of prayer 
rising up from1 the ""comm-union 
of the faithful," in Heaven and 
on earth? And if the Saints in 
Heaven are not concerned for 
us, w'hy should there "he joy in 
the presente of the angels of 
Got! over one sinner that re- 
penteth" (Luke 15:10)?

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By R. H. RAMSEY 
TODAY’S lesson begins with 
an account of Christ’s first re­ 
corded sermon. After His bap­ 
tism and Temptation, Christ 
preached and taught in the area 
around the Sea of Galilee before 
returning to His home In Naza­ 
reth. There, as was His habit. 
He went into the synagogue on 
the Sabbath and was asked to 
read the Scriptures. This was 
not unusual for, though Temple 
worship in Jerusalem was car­ 
ried on exclusively by the 
priests, in the outlying commu­ 
nities, reading, interpreting and 
preaching was carried on by 
laymen. It was natural, there­ 
fore, that Jesus would be hand­ 
ed the scroll and asked to read 
the Scripture of the day. 
The Scripture was the great 
Messianic passage, Isaiah 61. a 
prophecy written 700 years be­ 
fore, setting forth the five great 
tasks the Messiah would accom­ 
plish a m o n g men. After the 
reading and return of the scroll 
to the Ark, Jesus informed His 
listeners that the prediction, of 
the ancient prophet was ful­ 
filled; that He, Himself, was the 
promised Messiah. 
Though the people admitted 
the grace of what Jesus said, 
they wondered as they listened, 
and the wonder turned to dis­ 
belief. Unprepared to accept 
Him as the Messiah, for His 
listeners were His neighbors, 
they based their unbelief on the 
facts that He was a member of 
a humble carpenter’s family; He 
was one of them ; they knew all 
about Him, having known Him 
since childhood. They rejected 
Him, turned Him out of Naza­ 
reth, and thereafter, Capernaum 
became His home and the center 
of His activities. 
What a contrast there is be­ 
tween that Sabbath day and the 
one next described by Luke! In 
the course of our Lord's teach­ 
ing -and healing on this day, 
Jesus cleansed a man of an un­ 
clean spirit, h e a l e d Simon 
Peter's mother-in-law of a great 
fever, tnd that evening, healed 
great numbers of sick or demon- 
possessed persons who, hearing 
reports of the earlier miracles, 
gathered about Peter’s home. 
A fterward, the- p e o p l e urged 
Him to stay in Capernaum, but 
Jesus reminded them He had 


been sent to "preach the king­ 
dom of God to other cities also.” 
In Luke 5 the setting changes 
to the edge of the lake. The 
crowds to w ho m Jesus was 
speaking pressed so closely He 
was forced to take to a 'boat in 
order to be' seen and heard. 
When the teaching ended, Jesus 
suggested fishing. Peter replied 
they had fished all night and 
taken nothing, but let down the 
nets as Christ commanded. Im­ 
mediately the nets were filled 
and overflowing with fish, so 
much so that the nets broke and 
the fish already aboard were 
causing the boat to settle in the 
water. 
Such a miracle caused Peter 
to acknowledge Christ as the 
Lord, and confess himself a sin­ 
ful man. Back on land again, 
Peter and his paotners, James 
and John, the sons of Zebedee, 
wound up their business affairs 
and followed Jesus. 
As the news of Christ’s heal­ 
ings and miracles spread, more 
and more people were attracted 
to our Lord wherever He went. 
At one time a man suffering 
from leprosy —a gruesomely dis­ 
figuring disease which made Its 
victims social outcasts sought 
Him out. Addressing Jesus as 
“Lord,” the leper asked to be 
cleansed. Jesus did so and 
charged him to show himself to 
the priest and offer his cleans­ 
ing as a testimony, according to 
the law of Moses. 
The las-t part of our lesson 
has to do with Jesus’ healing of 
a man taken with palsy, a form 
of paralysis. His friends were 
u n a b l e to get the stretcher- 
borne man into the house where 
Jesus was, so they took him up 
to the roof, removed some tiles, 
and let the man, still on his 
litter, down through the hole to 
where Jesus was. 
In this case, Jesus spoke first 
of spiritual matters, forgiving 
the paralyzed man his sins, be­ 
fore He restored his body. 
Watching scribes and Pharisees 
did not object to Christ healing 
the man’s body, but forgiveness 
of the man’s sins was more than 
they could bear. “Blasphemy!” 
they cried. “Only God can for­ 
give sin!” They spoke more 
truly than they realized, for the 
man who stood before them was 
God Incarnate,
